Although 
this bill is not perfect for our needs—as no one 
knows better than Senator Chamberlain—it is the 
best that can be hoped for in legislation this year. 
The senate, controlled by better and more sensible 
thought than obtains in the house of representatives, 
passed the Chamberlain bill. 

When this wise measure came to the house 
Speaker Olark did not permit any discussion of it.

THE ADMIRAL’S LOST REPORT. 
[From the St. Louis Globe-Democrat. } 

An interesting light on the business methods 
obtaining in the navy department is thrown by 
Secretary Daniels’ comment on a report on the 
condition of the navy filed by Rear Admiral 
Fiske in 1914, after the outbreak of the great 
war. The report asserted that the navy was 
short 19,600 men and that, while the ships were 
well organized and pretty well drilled,” the de- 
partment itself was neither “organized nor 
drilled in a military way.” Secretary Daniels, in 
responding to a congressional request for a copy 
of the report and one of like tenor alleged to 
have been submitted by the general navy board, 
which never has been found, declared that he 
had been in utter ignorance of the existence of 
either until congress asked for them both. 

He does not intimate that Rear Admiral Fiske 
had slipped in an antedated report, following the 
example of the soothsayer of story, who always 
had a hidden record handy to explain why he had 
failed to foretell a calamitous event. The excuse 
is that the report was filed with the chief clerk. 
It seems that the chief clerk did not consider it 
of sufficient importance to bring to the attention 
of the secret@ry, who was so busy bragging on 
the reforms he had introduced into the navy, re- 
lating to the personal habits, manners, and cul- 
ture of officers and men, that he could not be 
bothered with such inconsequential matters as 
the condition of the navy as a prospective fight-

wo is the office of church music? Is it to 
astonish or delight the congregation? Is it 
to supply them with a sacred concert or fine 
singing? To take their minds off the situation in 
which they find themselves?

If the choir is to sing 
alone, why should we accept from it display 


silly “sacred” songs overburdened with lush 
sentiment, or anthems of a certaip fluent type 
composed by anybody who can put à lot of notes 
together in agreeable sequence?

The reverse of this condition ts that in 
which the power of attention is not used. 
A child’s mind may be of good quality but 
spoiled on account of inattention. “ In 
the absence of direction of attention the 
child wanders from matter to matter 
aimlessly.” Proper mental labor is need- 
ed for sound mental health. Up to a cer- 
tain point children need plays and exer- 
cises which train their attention. Of 
course, overdone, the child's mind goes 
stale. Staleness in a mind saves it from 
such excess as that noted in the case 
above. Nevertheless, staleness from too 
much play or too much training Is one of 
the extremes to be avoided. 

At the other extreme are the children 
whose attention has never been devel- 
oped. Such children are liable to be 
easily influenced or oversuggestible. 
Later in life they become prone to imag- 
inary ills. They are very liable to fads 
and dislikes about foods and drinks. 

To train attention nothing is equal to 
competitive games. Active play stimu- 
lates attention in two ways. First, by 
the interest and by the pleasures of ac- 
complishment, and, secondly, by the emu- 
lation of others.” .

Lady Limerick is the daughter of Jo- 
seph Burke Irwin, police magistrate of 
Limerick, and a granddaughter of that 
J. B. Irwin of Fenn hall, Roscommon, 
who in the early days of the nineteenth 
century was known throughout Treland 
by the sobriquet of Hard Riding Johnny. 
It was her granduncie, Edward Irwin, 
who was so conspicuous on the turf, and 
who, with his famous racehorse, Faugh- 
a-Ballagh, won the historic St. Leger of 
1844. 


The patronymic of Lord Limerick is 
Pery, which does not prevent his claiming 
descent on the distaff side from the Plan- 
tagenet kings. The first Pery of note was 
Edmund Pery, speaker of the house of 
commons, who. was raised to the peerage 
as Viscount Pery. The honor was be- 
stowed at the almost unanimous request 
of the Dublin house of commons, which 
was moved thereto not by regard or ad- 
miration but by a yearning desire to get 
rid of him. He died without issue. His 
younger brother was raised to the peer- 
age as Lord Glentworth for the political 
services to the cause of the union which 
he had rendered as bishop of Limerick.

It was 
purchased in the seventeenth century 
from the Duke of Ormonde by Dr. Ralph 
Howard, president of the Royal College 
of Physicians in Ireland, and founder of 
that Howard family of which Lord Wick- 
low is the chief, and which has no connec- 
tion with the English house of Howard, 
which is headed by the Duke of Norfolk.

Steamed Potatoes. 


RESENTLY I mean to gather to- 
gether in this column the wisdom I 
have gleaned from many sources 
on the subject of too much fire, and 
a few of the things I have thought 

dut and been hammering on these many 
months. I would that I had the gift to 
present this ma ter so convincingly that 
t would make a deep impression. 

Mrs. Helen Ruggles has recently dom 
some splendid work in this connection. 
She installed a test meter right beside 
her cook stove and found that you could 
turn the larger burner so high that it 
would consume thirty feet of gas in an 
hour, and that it might be turned down 
only so low that boiling would continue 
constant and only twelve or fifteen feet 
of gas would be used. The small burner 
turned unnecessarily high coneumed 
fifteen feet of gas per hour, but only five 
feet an hour when it kept the water just 
poiling, which is all that is necessary to 
doll anything. 

Mrs. Ruggles in lecturing on her ex- 
periments, emphasizes the facts that 
utensils are discolored and flavors lost 
by the wasteful method. For a closely 
covered kettle the actual amount of gas 
used to keep it boiling is probably even 
emalier than that Mrs. Ruggles used. 


An Experiment. 

Old potatoes are better steamed than 
boiled, but it is not necessary to havea 
steamer with rapidiy boiling water under 
it to cook them In this way. A goodsized 
potato can be cooked in ten minutes less 
time and have a pleasanter flavor if put 
in a small utensil with about halt enough 
water to cover, the kettle cover put on 
tight, and the cooking done over the emal!

Directions for a Rose Jar. 


Will you please send me recipe and di- 
rections for making a rose jar? Others 
may like to have it beside myself for the 
coming rose season. H. A.“ 


Gather rose petals when the roses are 
in their richest bloom and not when 
the dew is on them, and pack in a jar in 
layers two inches deep, sprinkling about 
two tablespoons of fine, dry salt upon 
each layer. Continue this until the jar 
is full, adding fresh petals and salt daily. 
Keep in a dark, dry, cool place. A week 
after the last relay is gathered turn out 
the salted petals upon a bread platter, 


mix and toss together until the mass 
is loosened. Then incorporate thorough- 
ly with the formula given below; pack 
in a clean jar, cover lightly and set 
away to “ripen.” It will be ready for 
rose jars, etc., in a fortnight and if kept 
covered will be good and fragrant for 
twenty years. Formula: Violet powder, 
one-half ounce; orris root, one ounce; 
rose powder, one-half ounce; heliotrope 
powder, one-half ounce; mace, one-half 
teaspoon; cinnamon, one-quarter tea- 
spoon; cloves, one-half teaspoon; oll of 
roses, four drops; oil of chiris, tem drops; 
oll melissne, twenty drops; oil eucalyprus, 
twenty drops; bergamot, ten drops; alco- 
hol, two drachms.
